- EVIDENCE ACCUMULATING AGAINST THE 
LEADING CONSPIRATORS 


Unrelenting Prosecution of the Panama 
Oanal Swindlers go Be Carriea On— 
M. Andrieux, Leader of the Revolu- 
tionary Fiasco, Prepared for the 
Dangeon—The Bourse Worked by 
Speculators—M. Clemenceau’s Wile 
in Rookford.

Paris, Dec. 24.—The Ministry have evidence 
that the present attack on the Government 1s 
part of an organized pian forthe overthrow 
Ol the Republic, and each step taken is care- 
fully discussed in advance by the plotters 
against the constitution. The evidence has 
ved at that stage that the Government is 
pared to arrest certain of the consplira- 
tors against whom there is sufficient evi- 
dence. M. Anarieux is regarded as the man- 
ager of the plot against the Republic, and 
the first blow is to be struck at him, When 
warned that he would be arrested to-day M. 
Andrieux replied: 

**] have nothing to fear. If I am arrested 
it will be tosave M. Floquet from disgrace 
and punishment. The Government is seek- 
ing for clews to prove the existence ofa 
Boulangist and Royalist plot, and desires to 
make out that lam implicated init. It seems 
to me that thereal plot is altogether of an- 
other character. i have taken precautions, 
60 that If I go tothe Government dungeon the 
public will know the real motives for my ar- 
rest.’’ 

The precautions that Andrieux has taken 
are, it is said, the deposit with trustworthy 
parties in London of duplicates of all the 
documentary evidence which he has 
collected against prominent Republicans. 
This fact, however, will not affect the action 
of the Government in the slightest degree, 
M. Ribot’s ministry being prepared on the 
ene hand to carry on tolts legitimate result 
a thorough prosecution of all connected 
criminally with the Panama scandal! and not 
shielded by the lapse of time since the 
offenses were committed, and on the other 
hand to ferret out and bring to punishment all 
who may be shown to be engaged in treason- 
able conspiracy against the Republic. The 
Government has been greatly encouraged by 
the emphatic vote of confidence In the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, and will, therefore take ac- 
tion more promptly than was known to have 
been intended Friday afternoon, when it was 


nnounced that ‘‘it is also suggested, on usu- | 
acts. Any wert inforiied authority, that the minis- 


try will have some revelations to make in re- 
gard tothe course of the enemies of the Re- 
public thet will divert attention in some de- 
gree from the Panama scandal.’’ 

The Siecle states to-day that the Govern- 
ment holds proof of a Boulangist econspirdc 
to effect a revolution, involving the same 
plotters as conspired for the destruction of 
the Republic in 1888. 

From other sources it is learned that even 
more vigorous measures will be taken now 
than in 1888, and that President Carnotand 
his ministers will show the same energy in 
putting down thetreason of imperialist and 
royalist plotting as was shown in putting 
down anarchist outrages in the early part of 
the year. 

The victory of **e Government in the 
Chamber of Deputies has spread gloom and 
consternation among thd enemies of the he- 
public and they are much less aggressive in 
their utterances to-day than yesterday. The 
threat of prosecution, too, is having its 
effect, and expressions of avowed and open 
disloyalty to the Republicans are very in- 
frequent. Whether the alleged plotters have 
given up their schemes or not, they give less 
public evidence of their aims.

Ritchie was quietly working at home in the 
morning when a stranger came to him and 
stated that he would like to have him go with 
him to look ata farm (naming the land) which 
he thought of-purchasing. Ritchie, who is 


known asa very accommodating man, got 
into the stranyer’s Diggy and the two drove 
ofinthe direction of the farm. They had 
proceeded but fi short distance 
when a green-looking individual wal«- 
ing in the road anc carrying 
a basket stopped them and inquired the way 

o **Litchburg,’’ meaning Litchfield. Dur- 
ing the short conversation that followed the 
manin the road exposed to view thecon- 
tents of his basket, which proved to be 

enuine greenbacks—a basket chuck 
ull. Ritchie was amaged, and told the party 
he was a fool for carryin his money around 
thatwar. ‘*Ob said the party addressed, 
‘*‘pa died and gave this to me, ex- 
cept that art that I have made with 
a little game i have here.’’ Hethen brougit 
to light the well-worn three card monte 
trick, ands in a few minutes Ritchile 
had won $10,000 by betting wind 
against the stranwer’s cash. The money 
was counted out in a pile, whenit apparently 
suddeniy struck the manipuiator that he 
might not have received any cash In case the 
winnings had been the other way, so 
he suggested to Ritchie thatif he wanted to 
win money he must show down money equal 
to his bets. 

Ritchie sald he would get money, 
andin company with stranger number one 
he went to Litchfield and to the First 
National Bank. He made his check for 
$5,000 and handed it to Ed Davis, the Assist- 
ant Cashier, It wasalarge sum, but Kitciile 
had the cash there and it was turned 
over to him. The Casiiler, Eli Miller, 
came in and seeing the transaction, 
became suspicious that all was not right. 
He called Ritchie into @ back room, and that 
gentieman protested very earnestly that he 
was going to buy land with the money. He 
Geparted with the money, and soon con- 
vinced the stranger with the basket that 
he could Have paid had he lost. The man ex- 

ressed himself as satisfied, and taking the 
$10,000 previously counted out, he put 
Ritchie’ s $5,000 with it and put the ‘whole ina 
pox, which he handed to Ritchie and left. 
How Ritchie and stranger No. 1 sep- 
arated is notexplained. When the former 
found the box locked after he got homo, he 
did not attemptto openit, but went tothe 
grain binand hiditinthegrain. Since then 
he has been unable to rest easy, and it is 
said wrote a note which he placed 
among his private pouere telling his family 
that In case of his sudden death they would 
find $15,000 in a box inp the eratn bin. 
This week he received a note through 
the Litchfela Post-.office, and in it was a 
key to the box. When he returned bome 
he opened the box and, of course, found no 
money, the stranger's basket of cash bavin 
grown to the extent of $5,000 by the slight-o 
hand trick, which he had reviously ex- 
plained oF saying, ‘‘except that part 1 have 
made wit ittie game I have here.’’

INEFFECTUAL ATTEMPTS MADE TO STOP 
ITS PROGRESS. 


Fighters of the Fiames Narrowly Escape 
Death—The Earth Caving In Over the 
Mine—A London Newspaper Office 
Laid in Ashes—Everything Destroyed 
—Losses by Fire. 


Sorvevsaal Pa., Dec. 24.—Fire was discov- 
ered in the Reading Co.’s West Mahanoy City 
colliery last night and has been burning 
since, working its way into the inner work- 
ings. It has already reached the Buck 
Mountain véin. A nestof sixteen boilers and 
several outbuildings have sunk into the mine 
by the burning away of the timbers. The 
Gamage already runs high into the thou- 


sande. 
The fire was discovered at 40’clock yester- 


Gay afternoon, since which time it bas been 
raging niost furiously in the decayed timbers, 
taking a course toward the main partof the 
mine. In spite of theendeavors of a hundred 
or more men, using several Mnes of hose, jt 
had at7o’clock reached the Buek Mountain 
vein, which was worked some years ago 
through this drift. The origin of the fireis as 
yet unknown, 

As soon asthe fire was discovered means 
were taken to subdue it_before itreached the 
inner workings. A number of miners enr 
tered the driftto fightthe fame. They had 
gone in a considerable distance when Fire 
Boss Witchey and Miner Henry Denstael 
were overcome by the gas and dropped over. 

All were more or less affected, but they 


yards towards the mouth of the drift, where 
they received assistance from the outside. 
Both men are ina serious condition. - 

When water was first thrown on from the 
hose operated by Swanston Eltringham, an 
explosion occurred which hurled him several 
yards down the drift, badly burning and in- 
juring him, but not fatally. 

Atlo’clock this morning a terrible crash 
was heard, and that part of the drift direct- 
ly beneath the boiler-house caved in, carry- 
ing elgtit sets of bollers, sixteen in all, into 
the breach. The fire is now being fought on 
the slope, and although itis still burning 
furiously at 10 o’clock this morning, the 
officials have hopes that by cutting 
of this part of the mine from 


all draught and the use of plenty 
of water it can be yotten 
undercontrol. T he firemen who have charge 
of the boilers now say that they have noticed 
for some time the presence of fire some- 
where, but could not locate it, and there- 
fore dia not notify the officials, thinking itor 
no consequence. The North Mahanoy col- 
liery isone of the largest coal producers inthe 
Mahanoy Valley. Its present capacity is 
about five -yhundred tons dally, employing 
over six hundred men and boys.

Of course it was impossible to get the 
paper out at the usual hour, but the later 
editions were issued as usual, the matter be- 

ing prep ared and the paper printed at the of- 
fice of the People, Wiiere the Globe offices will 
be located temporarily. The loss on machin- 
ery, presses, type, etc., is heavy.

Colombia Preparing to Battle With The 
Plagu :

PANAMA, Dec. 24.—President Nunez of the 
United States of Colombia has sent a tele- 
gram in reference to the opinion that cholera 
will break out in the spring with greater vio- 
lence than it had last summer. The Presi- 
Gent suggests that Congress should 
pass an act imposing a tax of $1,000 
on every vessel bringing foreign mer- 
chandise into a Colombian port. The money 
derived from thig course should be devoted 
to perfecting sanitary arrangements. Presi- 
dent Nunez believes that Congrezs should 
empower the chief executive to take such 
steps as circumstances may require. It is 
proposed to establish quarantine stations in 
the Atlantic ports in the event of cholera 
and, if possibie, to avoid a repetition of the 
disastrous suspehsion of commerce resulting 
from the closure, 


INTOLERANT SPANIARDS. 

MADRID, Dec. 24.—A deputation made up of 
eight duchesses, seven morchionesses, eight 
countesses and several of the queen-regent’s 
ladies-in-waiting visited Premier Sagasta 
Friday to protest against the open- 
ing of the Protestant Church 
which was consecrated in this. city 
last Sunday. Premijer Sagasta declined to 
interfere in the matter and the ladies de- 
parted in an angry mood. The Catholics of 
Madrid are organising a street demonstra- 
tion against the Premier, in which the school 
children will take part, while the Liberals 
are preparing for a counter demonstration in 
support of the Premier. Petitions from 
archbishops, bishops and the clergy protest- 
ing against the opening of the church are 
pouring in from all parts of the country. 
Autbority to open the church is withheld, 
pending the subsid of the agitation. 


CHILIANS INDIGNANT. 

VALPARAISO, Dec. 34.—Naval officials deny 
the stories sent to the United States and Eu- 
rope relative to the alleged attempt to sink 
the warship Almirante Cochrane. There is 
notruthin the story.

OCEAN RACERS. 


The City of Paris Beaten by the Etruria 
Across the Ocean. 


New YorK, Dec. 2!.—The Etruriaof the 
Cunard Line of steamships has beaten the 
City of Paris of the Inman Line in their race 
across the ocean. Word was received this 
morning at the respective offices of the 
steamships that the Etruria passed Old 


Head, Kinsale, at 4:50a.m.and the City of 
— at 8:45, or nearly four hours bebind the 
otiber. 

The result of the race wasa surprise to the 
steamship agents, forlast Saturday before 
the vessels salled the Cunard people had po 
idea thatthe Etruria would finish ahead of 
her more famous rival.

KILLED A BURGLAR. 


Chicago Police Authorities Grateful to 
a Saloon-Keeper. 


ONE MARAUDER SHOT DEAD 
ANOTHER WOUNDED. 


AND 


Michael Bernbecok’s Nervs and Marksman- 
ship Highly Commended—Sentenced to 
Electrocution—Bystander Fatally Shot 
by Rioters—The Prison Eurglar Ar 
rested—Swindlers Oaptured. 


Cu1caGo. Ill., Dec. 24.—Michael Bernbeck, 
a saloon-keeper at 2010 Archer avenue, earned 
the praises of the police authorities and his 
friends this morning by killing one burglar 
and slightly wounding another. Bernbeck 
lives ina basement under his place of busi; 
ness. Being awakened by noises overhead at 
1:30 o’clock he took his revolver and went 
quietly upstairs. There he found two men 
behind the bar rifling his till. Crawling 
along in front of the bar until nearly opposite 
the burglars the saloon-keeper . levelled 
his revolver and fired two shots, 
both taking effect. One of the men, recog- 
nized as Michael Owens, who had only 
recently been released fromthe Bridewell, 
received a slight wound intheleft cheek. 
The other man was shotin the left temple 
and died two hours afterward without re- 
vealing his iaentity. He was unknown to 
the police and hiscompanion claimsnot to 
know his name, From a letter foundin his 
pocket, he is supposed to be Nick Saminsen, 
an old offender. Owens was arrested and 
the saloon Keeper is held in custody pending 
an investigdtion. The police speak in the 
highest terms of Bernbeck’s coolness, 
bravery and marksmanship, and think his 
action will have a decidedly salutary effect. 


THE PRISON ROBBER ARRISTED. 

New Yoru, Dec. 24.—The man who robbed 
the house of Warden Pilisbury of the penl- 
tentiary on Blackwell’s Island of $2,000 worth 
of silverware last Tuesday, was arrested in 
ones city yesterday.

Dec. 19, when on the southern 
edge of the Gulf Stream, the ship hada nar- 
row escape from total destruction by a

The frst seen of this monstrous disturbance 
was in the shape of a heavy cloud on the 
horizon direct to windward. Butas it drew 
near it appeared as thougn it would overtake 
the sbip and send all on board to tbe bottom.

The same evening the wind freshened up 
and by midnight was Dilowing a gale. the ship 
driving directiy under the waves and sweep- 
ing from her deck everything movable. The 
tarpaulins on the hatches were washed 
away, ports were started and boat coverings 
torn away. A sea from the northeast still 
continued and decks were started through 
the immense pressure brought about by 
the great quantities of water that were being 
conttnually shipped. Everyone on board was 
more or less injured through the ship’s ter- 
rific rolling, and Capt. Rouse pronounces it 
the worst passage he ever experienced.

He continued on his jour- 
ney, and, arriving at Washington, he went 
direct to the White House, and, ascending 
the white marble steps, rapped at the door, 
and a colored servant who responded to the 
cali asked the old man what he wanted.

Hanks wants to see him.’’ 

The colored man soon returned with a 
broad grin on his face and showed him up.

The President left his desk, and walking 
toward him, exclaimed: 

‘*Why, Dennis, what brought you here?’’ 
and threw his arms around the old man and 
embraced him. 

Mr. Hanks soon made known his errand, 
secured the release of the men in whose be- 
half he was interceding, and started for 
home the next day. 

It was while on this visit to Mr. Lincoin 
thatthe latter presented Mr. Hanks with 
the silver watch that he has ever since kept. 
It was the watch that Mr. Lincoln had ‘car- 
ried during-his early struggles in Ilinols, 

Mr. Hanks’ health, up toa few months ago, 
was good. He was weil posted in the current 
events of the day, and, until his eyes grew 
dim, took great pleasure in reading. He had 
a great retentive memory, and nothing save 
him more pleasure thantotalkof Abraham 
Lincoln and to tell the anecdotos of his early 
boyhood. 

One in which he took great delight wasa 
circumstance in which he saved young Lin- 
coln from drowning, It Was in Spencer Coun- 
ty, Ind. Young Lincoln, then but a lad, at- 
tempted to cross a swollen stream. He soon 
got beyond his depth and the rapid current 
was carrying him dgown for the last time 
when Mr. Hanks, with almost the strength 
of a giant, sprang into the stream and res- 
cued from a watery grave the boy, who was 
afterward tofigureso prominently in amell- 
oratingand bettering the condition of 4,000.- 
000 slaves and many millions more of his fel- 
low men. 


BLACKBEARD’S PLUNDER. 


Negroes Are Looking for It in the Swamps 
of Altamaha. 
Waycross (Ga.) Special to Savannah News. 

There is a sensation among some of the ne- 
groes of thiscity. It has developed into an 
nteresting story. A News correspondent 
questioned a number of them to-day,and this 
is the story they tell: Some forty years ago 


vessels sailing near the coast of Georgia were 


frequently seized by a notorious pirate named 
Blackbeard, He became the terrer not only 
of the seamen, but of the people living near 


the Altamaha River Swamp. It was known 
to many of the settlers that Blackbeard accu- 
mulated a vast fortune. 

On jils last piratical raid he made ‘‘a 
haul,”’ and his crew accompanied him toa 
spot in the Altamaha River swamp, and in 
an old cave soe buried the gold. Then 
Blackbeard sent his men into the cave with 
ordersto guard the gold. But he did not 
permit them to execute his orders, but shot 
and killed all of them except one man, whom 
he mortally wounded. The dying man raised 
his gun and fired, killing Biackbeard in- 
stantly. Afew hours afterward an old ne- 
gro came along, and hearing groans in the 
cave peeped down,and to his horrow saw the 
dead bogies of six men and the dying form of 
the seventh Blackbeard having fallen into 
Lue Cave. 

The dying pirate pointed to a chain and 
told the old negro that at the end of the 
chain was a chest filled with gold 
deep inthecave. Thenthe plrate breathed 
a curse on the gold and the cave, and calling 
upon the demons of hellto haunt the spor, 
died. The negro seemed to be pinned to the 
spot by fright. As soon as he recovered from 
the shock he had received he went home. 
Arriving there the full horror of his situation 
dawned upon his mind. To giveany one in- 
formation about his horrible gecret, he ar- 
gued, would be to give himself up to die on 
the gallows as the murderer of the seven 
men. 

For years he kept his dreaded secret. Just 
before he died the old man called his chil- 
dren to him and toid them about Biackbeard 
and the gold. Four weeksago eleven young 
negro men, upon hearing the above story 
fromthe negroes, set out to explore this 
wonderful cave and secure the hidden treas- 
ure. Arming themselves with picks, shovels 
and axes, they journeyed to the Altamaha 
River swamp aed found the cave. The 
ground near the cave was all turned up by 
other parties who had been there. , They 
claim that they found the chain and the 
skuils of several men. All around the cave 
were picks, shovels, guns and axes which 
bad been thrown down through fright.

THE PRESIDENT’S GRANDCHILD ILL 
WITH SCARLET FEVER. 


She Is the Daughter of kussell Harrison— 
The Patient Isclated From the Other 
Little Ones in the Mansion—The Work 
of Congress Up to the Holidays. 


WASHINGTON, D, ©., Dec. 24.—It seems as 
though President Harrison’s troubles will 
neverend, About two months ago he lost 
his wife, his father-in-law died, and yester- 
day his grandchild, Marteria Harrison, was 
stricken down with scariet fever. The event 
has cast additional gloom over the’ heavily 
soyrow-stricken household. Dr. Gardner, 
whois attending the child, says it has the 
digease ina mild form, but that unless 
great precautions are exercised it 
may affect the other children in 
a more virulent form, The  Iittle 
sufferer has, therefore, been isolated in a 
secluded portion of the mansion, and the 
other children are kept as far away from her 
as possible. They will have to remain at the 
White House, because the health laws of the 
District prohibit their removal to another 
Place of resjdence during the period of pos- 
sible danger of contagion. 

The White House is therefore closed to the 
public to-day and the President excused him- 
selftoallcallers except the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. Thereis believed tobe no danger ofa 
spread of the disease to other members o 
the household and every precaution has been 
taken against such a possibility.

The chief 
articles of this class produced are the porous 
bottle-shaped vessels and bulging refrigefa- 
tors known by the name of Alkaraza, as well 
as filters Known as ‘ir, the latter chiefly 
made at Keneh.

NEW SHIP CANAL. ~ 


Proposal to Connect the St. Lawrences and 
the Hudson. 


OrTawa, Ontario, Dec. 24.—To-day’s Oficial 
Gazette contains a notice of an application by 
the International Navigation Co., to the 
Dominion ParNament fora charter authoriz- 
ing the company to connect Lake Erie with 
the Hudson Riverand New York by way of 
the St. Lawrence and Richelieu Rivers, Lake 
Champlain and canals following the present 
route of navigation, the depth ofthe canals 
to be 22 feet. The promotor of the scheme is 
said to be a Pittsburg engineer named 
Duiton. The Gescent from Lake Champ- 
lain to the Hudson Kiver will be 
made by means Of a canal and lock. Be- 
tween Lake Erie and Montreal there will be 
863 miles of navigation, of which florty-fve 
miles will consist of canals and sevén of 
locks. LBetween Lake Eris and New York 
there Will be 670 miles of navigation, of which 
131 miles will be by canal. Between Montreal 
and New York there will be 4083 miles of navi- 
gation, 115 of which willbe bycanal. ‘he 
time consumed in making a trip between 
Lake Erie and New York will be sixty hvuurs; 
between New York and Moatreal, thirty- 
elght hours.
